Fail to Dampen 
Brazilian Morale 


Rio de Janeiro— (A P )—Brazil 
and its handsome Capital—once 
one of the gay spots of the world 
—is feeling the pinch of w ar. 
M erchant 
ships, 
div erted 
to 
m ilitary du ties, hav e little space 
for the m any necesessities which 
Brazil’s y ou ng 
indu stry 
cannot 
su pply . 
So food, 
clothing and 
transportation costs hav e 
risen 
and the good old day s hav e gone, 
disappeared alm ost a y ear ago 
Priv ate 
au tom obiles 
v irtu ally 
disappeared 
alm ost 
a y ear ago 
and trolley s and bu ses hav e been 
hopelessly jamm ed. 
Tax es hav e gone u p and mili­ 
tary indu ction is tak ing men rap­ 
idly as the arm y and nav y ex ­ 
pand, perhaps to fight on a for­ 
eign front. 
In addition, the w ar has hit 
close to home, for ax is su bm arines 
hav e su nk more than a score of 
ships and cost B razil’s m erchant 
m arine hu ndreds of liv es. 
Most seriou s is the loss of im­ 
ported petroleu m produ cts,

essental driv ers are allowed gaso­ 
line liberally dilu ted w ith alcohol 
and tax is in Rio get only enou gh 
for 16 miles a day . 
Food Scarcer 
Many v ehicles hav e been con­ 
v erted to charcoal and factories 
receiv e fu el on a priorities basis. 
The strain 
on 
transportation 
has made food scarcer and more 
ex pensiv e and the Brazilian, a 
great eater of m eat and rice, is 
pay ing twice as mu ch for some of 
his staples as before the war. 
The gov ernm ent’s answ er has 
been to order a 25 per cent in­ 
crease in minimu m salaries, which 
raised some w ork ers from abou t 
$12 to $15 bu t failed to help these 
abov e these lev els. 
Lack of new constru ction has 
cau sed a hou sing shortage and 
rents hav e gone u p. 
Newspapers hav e cu t colu mns, 
ty pe sizes and nu m ber of pages 
in the stru ggle to k eep u p with 
declining new sprint stock s. 
Yet it tak es more than short­ 
ages and rising prices to dent the 
morale of good-hu mored Brazil. 
The Brazilian still finds jok es to 
lau gh at, su n to bask in and poli­ 
tics to talk abou t. 
He’ll hav e to

war hurries things so effectively . 
Example: In 1918 a French franc was worth 
approximately 19 cents in American money . When 
the present war started the franc was worth around 
2 cents in American money , and prices were cor­ 
respondingly higher in France. 
By the same scale, 
an American dollar would have shrurnk to ab out 
10 cents. 
There are many definitions of inflation. 
One 
of the most popular now say s that when there is 
an increase In the amount of money availab le, b ut 
no corresponding increase in the amount of goods 
to b uy , prices will rise—which means that the nor­ 
mal value of money is shrunken b ecause it will b uy 
less. 
Let us see how this might work out. 
Imagine that France has b een wrested from 
the Germans, and that there are 6 million American 
soldiers there preparing for a campaign to reach 
Berlin. 
The American soldier is paid 150 a month. 
Part of his wage goes for insurance, part for al­ 
lotments home, part for b onds, etc. 
But suppose he has $20 left each month, to 
spend as he pleases. 
Imagine, also that the army 
pay master gives him that $20 in French francs, 
j 
and further, that the franc has b een restored m i­ 
raculously so that it is worth 20 cents. 
This would give each soldier 100 francs to 
spend in France for smokes, amusement, cognac, 
“vin b link" and b read-and-cheese. 
The 6 million 
soldiers wrould spend, then, 6 million times 100 
francs, or 600 million francs a month. 
But France is at war and is ab le to produce 
and import very little more than she did b efore 
the soldiers b egan spending their money . 
Here is 
an instance in which there is a vast increase in 
money , b ut no corresponding increase in the goods 
for which it might b e spent. 
American soldiers 
b egin b idding against the French people for vin 
b lane and other commodities, so the price b egins 
to rise 
There follows a revision of the value of 
the franc, and that b it of money takes a drop in 
terms of American money , with the result that the 
American soldiers on pay day still receive $20 in 
terms of American money , b ut actually they get 
125 French francs b ecause of the difference in ex­ 
change. It looks like an increase in pay , b ut really 
the 125 francs b uy no more b read, smokes or 
drinks or theater tickets than 100 formerly b ought, 
b ecause prices are higher. 
Then the Americans will b e receiving and spend-

a b oost in the dollar value of this fellow’s proper­ 
ties.

Squeeze Hits Ex plo siv es 
The War Production Board explaining the im­ 
portance of fat-salvage b y housewives, notes that 
“the squeeze b etween uncontrolled livestock prices 
and ceiling regulations governing sales of fresh 
meat has resulted in packers and b utchers leaving 
more than a normal amount of fat on meat reach­ 
ing America’s tab les.’’ 
Once again there is emphasized the weakness 
of halfway measures in the drive against infla­ 
tion. 
Because control does not extend all along the 
line, the housewife gets more fat meat, which in­ 
creases the cost of the edib le portion—so the effec­ 
tive price of meat has risen notwithstanding the 
ceiling. 
Meanwhile the packer has less fat to con­ 
trib ute to munition makers; housewives must b e 
b egged to save their drib lets; the government must 
wait, worry and pay more for the fat it does get. 
All b ecause one more administrative order was 
not thought through in advance. 


Inco nsiderate Airmen

WESTBROOK PEOLER 
Los Angeles—President Roose­ 
velt’s unwillingness to sign a tax 
b ill emb ody ing the Ruml plan puts 
a small minority of Americans in 
a very inferior position. They are 
inferior to the rest of the Ameri­ 
can people, and inferior to the 
peoples of foreign nations who 
have received gifts of b illions of 
dollars out of the United States 
treasury with no thought or pre­ 
tense that the deb ts will ever b e 
paid. 
This group is composed of ex 
ecutives, professional men, whose 
incomes are derived from fees, 
artists and a few others of ex 
ceptional earning ab ility uncon 
nected with the war. 
Most of 
them have reached and many of 
them have passed the peak of 
their earning power, and, unlike 
Roosevelt and Henry Morgenthau, 
have 
no 
b acklog 
of 
inherited 
wealth from which fcTpay on two 
y ears’ incoms in one, the whole 
amounting in some cases to more 
than 100 per cent of their earn 
ings for 1943. They have b een 
pay ing last y ear’s income taxes 
out of this y ear's earning* from 
the b eginning b ecause congress 
planned it so in 1913. 
The president and Morgenthau, 
with vast inherited wealth, can 
dig into their capital and make 
themselves current, as the phrase 
goes, without serious inconveni­ 
ence, 
whereas men and women 
who started with nothing b ut un- 
usal ab ility and diligence may b e 
wiped out as an economic class 
this y ear. 
Thus, the new deal's 
tax plan is not a tax to sock the 
rich, who can meet it and still 
survive, b ut a plan to punish a 
group which happens to emb race 
most of the party 's most annoy ­ 
ing opponents and critics. 
The 
administration's 
willing­ 
ness to ab andon entirely the deb t 
owed b y vast numb ers of earners 
in the lower b rackets is not only 
a political appeal for the grati­ 
tude of this economic group, b ut 
practical recognition of the fact 
that they aren’t used to the in­ 
come tax. 
Many don’t y et b e­ 
lieve 
that 
it applies 
to them, 
haven’t got the money to pay it 


and can’t b e compelled to pay . 
There are so many of such tax 
deb tors that it is a practical im­ 
possib ility to run them all down, 
and indict them and send them to 
prison or get judgment against 
them and sell out their property 
This 
process 
would cost 
more 
than it would y ield and, more im­ 
portant, would b e unwise politics. 


Those, however, who have b een 
pay ing large income taxes in ar­ 
rears, regularly , for y ears, do 
have investments or other prop­ 
erty which could b e converted, 
although at a great loss of value, 
and they cannot escape.

arrears as a means of b ringing 
him up to daté, b ut the political 
plan of the party is not intended 
to offend or discomfort those who 
might thus b e put in a grateful 
mood. 
And few of the upper- 
b racket deb tors would b e so over­

with gratitude as

vote for a fourth term in any 
case. 


Meanwhile, although the treas­ 
ury needs the money , Roosevelt

In many cases these extortions 
would have b een sufficient to pay 
the victim’s income taxes which 
it is now proposed to forgive b e­ 


cause they haven’t got the money , 
b ut the union racket has had a 
ien on *uch earnings, prior even 
to the federal income tax.

The earning clas* in the high 
b rackets, as distinguished from 
the hereditary rich, come after 
the Russians, the British, the Chi­

The for­ 
eigner needn’t worry . 
He has no

Both German and Russian re­ 
ports told of an outbreak of fu­ 
rious fighting in the Kuban val­ 
ley bridgehead around Novoros- 
sisk, where the Germans clung 
grim ly to their last foothold in 
the Caucasus throughout the win­ 
te r’s battles, and 
the Germans 
said the Red---fH‘-my was in action 
far to the north. 
An indication of the scale of 
the fighting in the Caucasus was 
the Russian announcem ent tha t 
67 German planes had been shot 
down in air battles northeast of 
Novorossisk as the Red arm y beat 
back two battalions of Germans 
storm ing Russian positions.

The most interesting

The Germans said 
they had restored their positions. 
Intensive Russian scouting ac­ 
tivity in the Staraya Russa re­ 
gion, 285 miles northw est of Mos­ 
cow and 140 miles south of Len­ 
ingrad, reported by the Germans, 
also seemed to presage an aw ak­ 
ening of the long Russian battle 
lines. 
Fighting in A ttu 
American doughboys were be­ 
lieved to be handing out the fin­ 
ishing touches to the 
Japanese 
troops on Attu island in the Aleu­ 
tians in grim, hand-to-hand fight­ 
ing among the rocks. 
The latest 
Navy communique indicated the 
Japanese were fighting it out in 
the advantageous terrain of two 
pockets around Chichagof H arbor 
and on the north shore of Lake 
Nicholas, southwest of the harbor. 
In Moscow, Joseph E. Davies, 
President Roosevelt's special en­ 
voy, announced he was leaving 
directly for the United States with

answ ering

from the president carried to Mos­ 
cow' by Davies. 
The envoy, who 
m et Stalin last night at the Krem ­ 
lin for the third time during his 
present visit, said he did not know 
the contents of Stalin’s letter. 
Hint Ita lia n Co lla pse 
In London financial circles, ru­ 
mors circulated that sensational 
developments w’ere in prospect in 
Italy and the London press car­ 
ried headlines hinting of Italian 
collapse. 
The Daily Telegraph re­ 
ported that Italy was "on the 
verge of invasion panic” and a 
headline proclaimed: "Big Strikes 
in Italy’s Arms Factories”. 
The Rome radio, in a broadcast 
recorded by the British M inistry 
of Inform ation, boasted, how'ever, 
tha t "public opinion in Jtaly is 
not easily intim idated”. 
The Italian communiqque ac­ 
knowledged the allied raids on 
Italian M editerranean islands, but 
claimed that Italian torpedo planes

Algiers—Posters and 
pictures 
of both Gen. Henri Giraud and 
Gen. Charles de Gaulle were re­ 
moved from view in preparation 
for a meeting of the two French 
leaders. 
The action, applying to 
pictures, portraits and statues of 
all living persons, was ordered by 
Giraud. 
New York—The Berlin radio re­ 
ported the death in action of the 
Japanese Admiral Rqusaku Yana- 
giinoto, "drowned with his crew 
when his ship was sunk after a 
heroic fight”. 
Yanagim oto for­ 
merly commanded a Japanese air­ 
craft carrier, but no details of his 
final action were given. 
Stockholm —A Berlin 
dispatch 
quoted nazi political circles as ex­ 
pressing the belief there w'ould be 
no m ajo raction for at least a 
month.

The woman who work» in a 
war industry 
and also runs 
a 
home faces the need to learn new 
techniques. 
The greater part of 
her 
time 
is 
spent out of 
the 
house; 
she 
returns 
tired; 
she 
finds it increasingly difficult to 
buy what she wants after work­ 
ing hours; she must get what she 
needs 
within her ration 
points 
and within her food budget. 
She must face the fact that her 
old way of planning and prepar­ 
ing mals for the family is out, 
for the duration. 
Then she can 
begin to learn new techniques. 
To do that, she must simplify 
her 
menus, 
forget 
about 
long 
cooking and fancier dishes, and 
concentrate on bal&rced meals. 
Factory Food Shops 
Nex t, she should join the mov e­ 
ment 
for 
grocery 
shops 
and 
cooked food counters either in the 
factory or v ery nearby . 
These 
•hops will make it possible for 
the war worker to buy her foods 
on the way home, under fairer 
conditions. 
Besides staple 
gro­ 
ceries 
there should 
be 
cooked 
m eat pies, spaghetti and cheese 
dishes, 
baked beans 
and 
other 
such main dishes, cooked, which 
can be reheated at home. 
Many 
employ ers are beginning to re­ 
alize that such serv ices can cut 
down absenteeism at the factory . 
The m atter of costs and points 
must be faced. 
The woman who 
ha* not time to dev ote hours to 
the cooking of cheaper cuts of 
meat, or time to hunt for food 
bargains, must realize that her 
food costs are bound to be high­ 
er than if she stay ed at home. On 
the other hand, because she is 
working, 
ahe 
is 
making 
more 
money and can afford to spend 
more. 
The more members of the fam ­ 
ily who work in war industries, 
the bigger the total family appe­ 
tite, and the less time for pre­ 
paring meals. 
Howev er, the fam ­ 
ily food budget can be greater for 
the ex tra earnings. 
Therefore, in 
order to 
satisfy hefty appetites 
where there is v ery little time for 
bargain 
hunting and long slow' 
cooking 
of 
inex pensiv e meats, 
more money m ust be spent. 
Here are some suggestions for 
substantial main dishes, easy to 
get in a hurry or else easy to pre­ 
pare beforehand 
and reheat 
at 
dinner time. 
They are relativ ely 
high in costs, both in points and 
cents. 
Pan-Broiled 
Round Steak 
With 
Butter and Icemen J uice 
Allow Vn pound m eat for each 
person. 
Hav e round steak fresh- 
ly ground. 
Shape 
it 
into flat 
cakes— about *4-inch thick. Flap 
these m eat cakes on to a hot but 


un-greased iron fry ing pan. Cook 
about tw o minutes on each side, 
season, and put on v ery hot plat­ 
ter. 
Dot with butter or fortified 
margarine and pour lemon juice 
ov er them, allowing one lemon for 
each pound of meat. You will find 
this a delicious w'ay of cooking 
m eat quickly . 
Serv e with pota­ 
toes, a bulky green v egetable, a 
salad, and a fruit pie. 
Three-Day Meat Loaf 
A m eat loaf, combining beef, 
v eal, salt pork and wholewheat 
bread and egg, will prov ide a sub­ 
stantial 
three-day 
dish, 
also. 
First time, as is, with a totm ato 
sauce. 
N ex t day cold, sliced. Tht 
third day , sliced and reheated in 
fry ing pan and serv ed w iJ i a herb 
sauce or with fried sliced tom a­ 
toes. 
For these three-day meats, per­ 
fect 
refrigeration 
is necessary .
